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RESULTS  OF  THE  JACKSON  TOWN  MEETING 
MARCH  9.  2004 

Polls  were  opened  at  8  AM  by  Moderator  Willis  Kelley  and  closed  at  7  PM  by 
Moderator  Kelley.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Willis  Kelley  at 
9:05AM.  Timothy  Scott  asked  for  a  moment  of  silence  in  memory  of  townspeople 
who  passed  on  in  the  last  year  and  offered  a  prayer.  Moderator  WiUis  Kelley  led  the 
Pledge  of  Allegiance  and  one  chorus  of  God  Bless  America. 

Dee  McClave  mentioned  that  it  was  not  often  she  got  to  honor  a  person  whose 
family  had  a  200  year  old  historj'  in  the  town.  She  praised  outgoing  selectmen  Scott 
Hayes  stating  that  he  always  voted  in  the  best  interest  of  the  town. 

Selectman  Richard  Bennett  announced  that  there  would  be  a  public  hearing  on 
March  15  at  5  pm  and  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on  March  29  at  7  pm  to  ratify  a 
procedurally  defective  Article  7  from  the  2003  Town  Meeting  regarding  the  fire 
truck  bond. 

Motions  were  made,  seconded  and  passed  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the 
warrant  as  this  was  going  to  be  read  as  each  article  came  up  and  also  to  dispense 
with  the  use  of  the  checklist  except  for  written  ballots. 


ARTICLE  1 .  To  choose  all  the  necessar)^  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Results  of  the  ballot  voting  are  as  follows: 

Selectman  for  3  years 

Trustee  of  Cemeteries  for  3  years 

Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  3  years 
Library  Trustee  for  3  years 
Auditor  for  1  year 
Supervisor  of  Checklist  for  6  years 

Town  Moderator  for  2  years 

A  non-binding  referendum  was  presented  to  the  taxpayers  asking  if  they  were  in 
favor  of  town  meeting  times  to  be  day  &  night  alternating  or  night  meetings.  The 
night  meeting  received  163  votes  and  alternating  meetings  received  157  votes. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  Amendment  No.l  to  amend 
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the  Jackson  Zoning  Ordinance  Section  4.  DISTRICT  &  DISTRICT 
REGUL.\TIONS  (Town  Wide  Regulations  on  Aircraft).  Takeoffs  and  landings  of 
aircraft  are  prohibited  in  all  zoning  distncts  within  the  Town  of  Jackson,  with 
exceptions  as  proposed  by  the  Jackson  Planning  Board.  This  article  passed  with 
261  Yes  and  85  No  votes. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  Amendment  No. 2  as  proposed 
and  recommended  by  the  Jackson  Planning  Board  to  amend  the  Jackson  Zoning 
Ordinance  Section  3.  DEFINITIONS:  on  Accessor)'  Use  and  ^•Vircraft. 
(housekeeping  changes  necessarj'  if  Section  4  regulations  are  adopted).  This  article 
passed  with  243  Yes  and  87  No  votes. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  Amendment  No.  3  to  add  Sub 
Section  B-4  to  Section  15:  ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT:  relative  to 
equitable  waivers  of  dimensional  requirements  as  pursuant  to  RSA674.33a  and 
recommended  by  the  Jackson  Planning  Board.  This  article  passed  with  242  Yes 
votes  and  73  No  votes. 

Articles  #1,  #2,  #3  and  #4  were  voted  on  at  the  regular  polling  hours  by  written 
ballot. 

ARTICLE  5.  Voted  to  modify  the  Elderly  Exemption  from  property  taxes  as 
prescribed  under  RSA-72:39-b  (  c)as  follows:  for  a  person  65  years  of  age  and  up 
to  75  years  $5000.00,  for  a  person  75  years  of  age  up  to  80  years  $10,000.00,  for  a 
person  80  years  of  age  or  older  $20,000.  To  qualify,  the  person  must  have  been  a 
New  Hampshire  resident  for  at  least  5  years.  Income  Limit:  $19,000  Single, 
$25,000.00  Married,  net  assets  not  in  access  of  $50,000.00  (not  including 
homestead). 

ARTICLE  6.  Voted  to  adopt  the  Disabled  Veterans  Tax  Credit  under  the  provision 
ofRSA  72:35  of  $1400.00. 

ARTICLE  7.  Voted  to  modify  the  Veterans  Tax  Credit  as  prescribed  under  RSA 
72:28  as  foUows:  the  optional  $500.00  veteran's  tax  credit  shall  replace  the  standard 
).00  veteran's  tax  credit. 


ARTICLE  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$95,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Highway  Loader,  and  to  authorize  the 
issuance  of  not  more  than  $2,000.00  of  bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA33)  and  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest 
thereon;  furthermore,  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $31,000.00  from  the  Highway 
Loader  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  for  this  purpose,  with  $12,000.00  to  be 
collected  from  trade.  Further  to  raise  and  appropriate  $19,000.00  for  this  year's 


pa3'ment  on  the  bond.  (2/3  ballot  vote  reqmred). 

Selectman  Richard  Bennett  asked  that  this  article  be  amended.  Since  the  warrant 
was  printed,  the  head  of  the  Plighway  Department  has  received  a  lower  bid. 


Tlie  amendment  should  read: 

To  see  if  die  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $82,000.00  for  the 
purchase  of  a  new  Highway  Loader,  and  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  not  more 
than  $39,000.00  of  bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  33)  and  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  issue  and 
negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon: 
furthermore,  to  autliorize  the  withdrawal  of  $31,000.00  from  the  Highway  Loader 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  for  this  purpose,  with  $12,000.00  to  be  collected 
from  trade.  Further  to  raise  and  appropriate  $10,650.00  for  this  year's  payment  on 
the  bond.  (2/3  ballot  vote  reqviired). 

A  voice  vote  approved  tlie  amendment.  The  article  passed  on  a  written  ballot  as 
amended  with  112  Yes  votes  to  8  No  votes;  120  votes  were  cast,  80  were  needed  to 
pass. 

ARTICLE  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$125,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Highway  Truck,  sander  and  dump  body,  and 
to  authorize  the  issuance  of  not  more  than  $82,000.00  of  bonds  or  notes  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  33)  and  to 
authorize  the  selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to 
determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon;  furthermore,  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 
$25,000.00  from  the  Highway  Truck  Capital  Reserve  created  for  this  purpose,  with 
$18,000.00  to  be  collected  from  trade.  Further  to  raise  and  appropriate  $29,000.00 
for  this  year's  payment  on  the  bond.  (2/3  ballot  required).  There  were  116  votes 
cast  with  78  votes  needed  to  pass.  This  article  passed  with  110  Yes  votes  and  6  No 
votes  on  a  written  ballot. 

ARTICLE  1 0:  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town 
charges  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same  as  set  forth  in  the  following  budget. 

Moderator  Willis  KeUey  explained  that  this  article  is  presented  in  a  different  format 
this  year  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  in  an 
attempt  to  eliminate  the  number  of  warrant  articles.  He  explained  that  each  Hne 
would  be  discussed  and  any  amendments  necessar}^  wovild  be  voted  on  at  the  end 
of  the  discussion.  After  over  an  hour  and  a  half  discussion  each  line  item  was 
eventually  read.  The  townspeople  were  greatly  upset  by  this  change  and  voiced 
their  opimon  that  this  was  not  to  be  repeated. 


All  of  the  following  items  passed  without  amendments  by  voice  votes  for  a  total  of 
$1,026,074.00. 

A.  Voted  $23,456.00  for  Town  Officers  Salaries. 

B.  Voted  $119,245.00  for  Town  Officers  Expenses 

C.  Voted  $11.00  for  interest  due  on  the  Gray's  Inn  Note. 

D.  Voted  $265,550.00  for  Mamtenance  of  Highways. 

E.  Voted  $64,900.00  for  Fire  Department 

F.  Voted  $109,488.00  for  Police  Department 

G.  Voted  $117,524.00  for  Solid  Waste  Department. 

H.  Voted  $21,850.00  for  Maintenance  of  Town  Property 

I.  Voted  $25,000.00  for  Building  Inspections 

J.  ^^oted  $7,800.00  for  Street  Lighting 

K.  Voted  $119,853.00  for  Health  Insurance  for  Employees.  There  was  some 

discussion  of  whether  the  selectmen  are  examining  lower  costs  for  insurance. 

Selectmen  Scott  Hayes  felt  that  there  was  a  need  to  continue  the  coverage  for  the 

loyal  workers  of  the  town  as  they  have  been  receiving  wages  less  than  the  private 

sector.  Other  voters  felt  that  this  is  true.  The  town  does  research  every  year  for 

ways  to  cut  this  cost. 

L.  ^^oted  $21,440.00  for  Health  Insurance  Retiree's  and  Others.  This  is  a 

reimbursed  amount. 

M.  Voted  $39,000.00  for  Payroll  Taxes. 

N.  Letter  N  was  omitted  when  the  warrant  was  printed. 

O.  Voted  $33,000.00  for  General  Insurance. 

P.  Voted  $10,000.00  for  Legal  Expenses 

Q.  Voted  $2,500.00  for  Emergency  Communications 

R.  Voted  $7,000.00  for  Hydrant  Services. 

S.  Voted  $2,000.00  for  State  Aid  Reconstruction. 

T.  Voted  $7,000.00  for  the  Jackson  Planning  Board 

U.  Voted  $1,000.00  for  the  Jackson  Conservation  Commission 

V.  Voted  $15,000.00  for  the  Cemeteries. 

W.  Voted  $2,245.00  for  the  North  Country  Council. 

X.  Voted  $6,712.00  for  the  Bardett  Recreation  Department. 

Y.  Voted  $500.00  for  the  Eastern  Slope  Airport  Authorit)'. 

Z.  Voted  $4,000.00  for  Welfare. 

ARTICLE  11.  Voted  $5,200.00  for  Expendable  Trust  Fund  for  Highway 
Equipment. 

ARTICLE  12.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500  to  be  deposited  in 
the  Town  Office  Equipment  Expendable  Trust  Fund. 

ARTICLE  13.  Voted  to  create  an  Expendable  Trust  Fund  under  the  provision  of 


RSA  31:19-a,  to  be  known  as  the  Street  Signs  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
and  maintaining  road  signage  as  required  by  E911  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $5,300.00  toward  this  purpose.  Furdiermore  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
appoint  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  agents  to  expend  from  the  Street  Sign 
Expendable  Trust  Fund. 

There  was  discussion  if  the  amount  being  raised  should  be  increased.  The 
Selectmen  felt  that  this  would  be  adequate  as  some  citizens  have  pledged 
contributions  to  a  fund  for  this  purpose  and  others  can  donate  by  sending  a  check 
to  the  town  office.  The  cost  per  wooden  sign  and  post  is  $90.00.  The  town  is  going 
to  put  up  all  wooden  signs  per  Selectman  Dick  Bennett.  There  are  approximately 
84  signs  for  a  total  of  $7,560. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  create  an  Expendable  Trust  Fund 
under  the  Provision  of  RSA  31:19-a,  to  be  known  as  the  Drj'  Hydrants  Fund  for 
the  purpose  of  repairing  dr)^  hydrants  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$4,000.00  toward  diis  purpose.  Furthermore  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appoint 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  agents  to  expend  from  the  Dry  Hydrant  Expendable 
Trust  Fund. 

Selectmen  Richard  Bennett  asked  to  amend  this  article  to  $10,000.00.  They  now 
have  a  bid  to  go  ahead  with  an  upgrade  at  the  Whitney  Pond  area.  The  amended 
article  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  15.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $100.00  to  be  deposited  in  the 
previously  established  Expendable  Trust  Fund  for  Civil  Defense  enhanced  911 
Emergency  Management. 

ARTICLE  16.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $26,130.00  for  the 
support  of  the  Jackson  Public  Librar)'.  The  sum  of  $12,000.00  to  be  raised  by 
taxation  and  the  remainder  to  come  from  library  trust  funds  and  gifts. 

ARTICLE  17.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropnate  $23,000.00  from  die  Baker  Prospect 
Farm  Trust  for  the  purpose  of  executing  a  Forestry  Management  plan.  This  will  be 
a  non-lapsing  appropriation  per  RSA  32:7,  VI  and  will  not  lapse  until  the  Forestry 
Management  plan  is  completed  or  by  December  31,  2009,  whichever  is  sooner. 
Public  hearings  will  be  needed  to  develop  this  plan. 

ARTICLE  18.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $35,000.00  to  be  placed 
in  the  previously  established  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  Town  of  Jackson 
Revaluation  and  appoint  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  agents  to  expend  principal  and 
interest  as  needed. 

ARTICLE  19.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  be  placed  in 
the  previously  established  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  SoHd  Waste  (capping  the 


Melloon  Road  site)  and  appoint  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  agents  to  expend 
principal  and  interest  as  needed  for  the  monitoring  of  this  site  as  ordered  by  the 
NH  Dept.  of  Environmental  Services. 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 

$21,000.00  to  purchase  a  New  Police  Cruiser  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 

$15,000.00  from  the  Capital  Reserv'^e  Fund  created  for  this  purpose  with  the 

balance  of  $6,000.00  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

Selectman  Scott  Hayes  asked  that  this  be  amended.  There  was  an  error  in  the 

amount  figured  at  the  time  the  warrant  was  being  prepared.  The  amendment  is  as 

follows: 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $36,000.00  to 
purchase  a  New  Police  Cruiser  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $15,000.00  from 
the  Capital  Reser\'^e  Ftind  created  for  this  purpose  and  with  the  balance  of 
$21,000.00  to  be  raised  by  taxation.  The  amended  article  passed. 
Chief  John  Kelly  was  asked  if  he  had  looked  into  something  more  efficient  than  a 
SUV.  He  reported  that  he  had  received  5  bids  and  a  vehicle  with  4-wheel  drive  and 
large  size  is  needed  in  this  town.  A  smaller  vehicle  would  not  have  enough  room 
for  all  the  necessary  gear. 

ARTICLE  21 .  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,440.00  for  the  support 
of  the  White  Mountain  Community  Health  Center. 


ARTICLE  22.  Voted  $1,837.00  for  the  Gibson  Center  for  Senior  Services. 

ARTICLE  23.    Voted  $716.00  for  the  CarroU  County  Mental  Health  Service. 
Richard  Rayder  thanked  the  town  for  their  continual  support. 

ARTICLE  24.  Voted  $2,000.00  for  the  Tri-Count)'  Community  Action  for  the 
purpose  of  continuing  services  of  the  Fuel  Assistance  Program  for  Jackson 
residents. 

ARTICLE  25.  Voted  $800.00  for  the  Early  Intervention  Program  (birth  to  3  years) 
of  Children  Unlimited,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  26.  Voted  $  624.00  for  tlie  Mount  Washington  Valley  Chapter  of  the 
American  Red  Cross. 

ARTICLE  27.  Voted  $300.00  for  Starting  Point  providing  crisis  services  to  the 
victims  of  domestic  and  sexual  violence  and  their  children. 

ARTICLE  28.  That  we  the  citizens  of  Jackson,  New  Hampshire,  call  on  our 


elected  officials  from  all  levels  of  government,  and  those  seeking  office,  to  work 
with  consumers,  businesses,  and  health  care  providers  to  ensure  that:  Everyone, 
including  the  self  employed,  unemployed,  un-  and  underinsured,  and  small  business 
owners  has  access  to  an  affordable  basic  health  plan  similar  to  what  federal 
employees  receive;  Everyone,  including  employers,  consumers  and  the  state,  local 
and  federal  government  makes  a  responsible  and  fair  contribution  to  finance  the 
healdi  care  system;  Ever)^one  receives  liigh  quality  care  that  is  cost  efficient  and 
medially  effective;  and  That  diese  efforts  help  control  tlie  skyrocketing  cost  of 
health  care. 

Tliere  was  lengthy  discussion  of  this  article.  Some  citizens  felt  that  this  was  an 
attempt  to  socialize  medicine;  others  felt  tliat  it  made  no  sense.  Moderator  Kelley 
asked  for  a  voice  vote  and  the  results  were  unclear.  He  then  asked  for  a  show  of 
hands  and  the  article  was  soundly  defeated. 

ARTICLE  29.  To  act  upon  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before  this 

meeting. 

At  this  time  Moderator  Willis  Kelley  explained  that  no  money  articles  could  be 

raised  or  accepted  at  this  time. 

Moderator  Willis  Kelley  stated  that  our  facilities  have  become  inadequate  at  the 
Town  Hall.  There  was  an  inspection  conducted  at  the  Januar}'  Primary  elections 
pointed  several  deficiencies.  He  suggested  that  all  Federal  and  State  Elections  be 
held  at  the  Kelly  Municipal  Building.  This  suggestion  was  agreed  upon  by  the 
townspeople. 

Raymond  Abbott  asked  that  She  selectmen  consider  not  presenting  Article  10  in 
such  a  manner  and  go  back  to  the  way  that  it  was  always  done. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  bring  forward,  a  motion  was  made  and 
seconded  to  dissolve.  The  meeting  was  dissolved  by  Moderator  Willis  Kelley  at 
11:40  AM

ARTICLE  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  wiU  vote,  pursuant  to  RSA  31:5-b,  to  ratify  the 
action  taken  by  the  Town  under  Article  7  of  the  Warrant  of  the  March  11,  2003 
Jackson  Town  Meeting  raising  and  appropriating  die  sum  of  $210,000  for  the 
purchase  of  a  new  fire  truck;  withdrawing  $105,000  from  the  Fire  Truck  Capital 
Reserve  Fund;  authorizing  the  issuance  of  not  more  than  $105,000  of  bonds  or 
notes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  33:8-a); 
and  autliorizing  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  and 
determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon.  A  two-thirds  vote  is  required. 

The  article  was  moved  and  seconded.  Ben  English  asked  for  clarification  of  the 
vote.  It  was  explained  that  a  yes  vote  would  confirm  the  purchase  of  the  fire  truck. 
There  being  no  further  questions.  Moderator  Kelley  asked  for  a  written  ballot. 

Thirt)'-three  ballots  were  cast  with  a  count  of  33  Yes  and  0  No. 

Article  2:  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the  meeting. 

No  one  presented  any  further  discussions. 

There  being  no  furdier  business  to  bring  forward,  a  motion  was  made  and 
seconded  to  dissolve  the  meeting.  The  meeting  was  dissolved  at  6:15  PM.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

In  1999,  the  Jackson  Board  of  Selectmen  called  upon  our  district 
legislators  to  craft  a  bill  that  would  fairly  and  equitably  distribute  the 
state's  share  of  funding  an  adequate  education.  In  that  year,  Jackson's 
distribution  was  $660,000.  The  statewide  property  tax  (a  legislative 
euphemism)  resulted  in  a  48%  increase  in  Jackson's  tax  burden.  This 
year  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  has  notified  the 
town  we  win  be  responsible  for  $905,121  in  the  coming  year.  The 
Coalition  Communities  (donor  towns)  have  introduced  legislation  in 
this  session  for  "targeted  aid"  taking  into  account  the  median  income 
of  botii  donor  and  receiver  towns.  As  the  board  stated  in  1999,  "We 
do  not  dispute  the  state's  constitutional  obligation  to  provide  and 
adequate  education  for  all  our  children.  We  wiU  happily  make  that 
contribution  as  long  as  it  is  fair  and  equitable  and  rests  upon  those 
most  able  to  pay."  We  should  all  keep  a  close  eye  on  this  legislative 
session. 

There  has  been  a  littie  decline  in  housing  construction  this  year  with 
41  building  permits  issued.  The  truck  traffic  puts  constant  pressure 
on  Jackson  roads,  many  of  which  were  not  built  to  withstand  the 
weight  of  today's  construction  vehicles.  The  board  has  submitted  a 
warrant  article  establishing  a  special  revenue  fund  for  road 
reconstruction  using  the  state's  annual  highway  block  grant  as  the 
source.  In  the  past  the  grant  was  deposited  into  the  general  fund. 
Using  that  money  for  road  reconstruction  is  more  in  keeping  with  its 
stated  purpose. 

The  total  revaluation  of  the  town  has  been  completed  and  the 
abatement  and  adjustment  schedule  will  be  initiated.  An  article  on 
this  year's  warrant  asks  the  town  to  consider  implementkig  a 
continuing  revaluation  process  to  facilitate  compliance  with  the 
state's  ration  requirement  that  the  total  valuation  falls  between  90% 
and  1 1 0%  of  fair  market  value  and  must  be  completed  every  five 
years.  By  reassessing  25%  of  Jackson's  property  each  year  with  the 
fifth  year  allocated  for  review,  the  town  should  be  able  to  maintain  an 
acceptable  ration  and  fair  tax  equity. 

Personnel  Policies  have  been  implemented  with  the  participation  of 
the  town's  employees.  The  town's  Safety  Plan  is  currentiy  being 
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reviewed  and  updated.  Gary  Allen,  Emergency  Management 
Director,  has  revised  and  edited  the  town's  Disaster  Plan  in 
compliance  with  the  FEMA  (Federal  Emergency  Management 
Agency)  guidelines. 

Jon  Edgerly  has  been  certified  as  a  Waste  Management  Supervisor 
and  has  initiated  several  recycling  programs.  The  modification  to  the 
wastepaper  collection  has  benefited  the  Bardett/Jackson  Transfer 
Site  by  lowering  the  tonnage  of  municipal  waste  and  creating  a 
modest  source  of  income  for  the  operating  budget.  The  transfer  site 
store,  the  fluorescent  light  collection,  and  the  removal  of  computers, 
monitors  and  television  sets  from  the  waste  stream  are  in  compliance 
with  Department  of  Environmental  Sentice  specifications. 
We  have  hired  a  new  police  officer,  Sean  Cowland,  to  help  Chief 
Meyers  continue  with  the  fine  job  he  is  doing.  Our  new  officer  wiU 
split  patrol  and  on-call  duties  with  our  chief  giving  both  officers 
much  needed  time  off 

We  celebrated  the  opening  of  the  re-constructed  Jackson  covered 
bridge.  The  bridge's  thorough  renovation  will  enable  the  town  to 
enjoy  it  for  years  to  come.  We  have  begun  to  implement  some  of  the 
ideas  from  the  forestry  plan  for  the  preservation  and  improvement  of 
Prospect  Farm. 

A  preliminary  outline  of  the  Capital  Improvement  (CIP)  has  been 
presented  by  Willis  Kelley,  chairman  of  the  committee.  Established 
two  years  ago  by  town  vote,  the  committee  as  an  adjunct  of  the 
planning  board  has  reviewed  past  expenditures,  capital  reserves  and 
anticipated  needed  capital  improvements.  It  is  the  consensus  of  the 
committee  that  a  new,  adequate  town  highway  garage  is  a  priority 
consideration.  This  committee  deserves  the  appreciation  of  the  town 
for  their  hard  work. 

Municipal  services  are  the  foundation  of  our  community.  The 
Highway  Department,  Police  Department,  transfer  station,  town 
office  personnel  and  the  volunteer  members  of  the  Fire  Department 
are  responsible  for  the  successful  day  to  day  operations  of  the  town. 
We  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  faithful  service  of  our  town  employees 
evidenced  every  day.  Concern  for  the  welfare  and  protection  of 
Jackson  is  demonstrated  by  the  volunteer  members  of  the  Planning 
Board,  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  Conservation  Commission,  the 
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Trustees,  Supennsors,  and  town  officers.  Volunteer  public  sendee  is 
an  integral  component  of  our  social  capital.  We  are  fortunate  to  have 
so  many  interested  communit)'  members  willing  to  give  their  time  to 
strengthening  and  protecting  the  town  of  Jackson.

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JACKSON  ROAD  AGENT^S  REPORT 

The  winter  of  2003-2004  started  off  with  two  large  storms  in  December.  There  was 

not  much  snow  the  rest  of  the  winter,  just  wind  and  rain.  As  a  result  of  this  we  had 

sand  left  over  last  year.  Part  of  the  winter  was  spent  thawing  culverts  and 

maintaining  the  skating  rink.  Also,  this  year  the  new  loader  and  truck  was 

purchased  and  we  spent  some  time  making  sure  we  had  the  correct  specifications 

for  each  vehicle. 

During  the  summer  we  cleaned  out  ditches,  replaced  culverts,  cold  patching,  and 

we  graded  some  of  the  dirt  roads. 

The  Highway  Department  has  been  working  with  Allstate  Paving  Company  paving 

roads  in  town.  It  is  working  out  very  well  for  Jackson.  Due  to  heavy  trucking  we 

paved  Tin  Mine  Road.  We  also  paved  Thorn  Hill  Road,  the  turn  around  on  Middle 

Mountain  Drive,  and  a  dirt  section  of  Black  Mountain  Road.  There  was  a  total  of 

901  tons  used.  This  past  summer  Green  PiiU  Road  was  sealed  with  tar.  For  the 

coming  year  there  have  been  increases  in  the  price  of  tar,  hot  top,  cold  patch, 

gravel,  and  sand. 

This  year  the  selectmen  are  proposing  an  article  for  a  special  revenue  fund  for 

highway  maintenance  and  repair.  Each  year  Jackson  receives  a  highway  block  grant 

from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  These  funds  are  meant  to  be  used  for  roads. 

The  selectmen  are  proposing  that  we  do  this.  These  funds  would  assist  the  highway 

department  in  upgrading  roads  that  are  deteriorating.  We  hope  you  will  support  this 

article. 

To  better  maintain  the  grass  areas  in  Jackson,  we  feel  it  is  time  to  replace  the  town 

mower  this  year. 

Jackson  Residents 
Please  keep  in  mind  when  you  are  landscaping  with  flower  barrels,  stone  walls,  etc., 
keep  them  back  5  feet  from  the  edge  of  the  tar.  This  is  needed  for  snow  removal. 
The  Town  of  Jackson  is  not  responsible  for  any  damages. 

The  Town  owns  a  50  foot  right  of  way  on  most  roads  in  Jackson  and  in  some  cases 
the  Town  owns  a  60  foot  right  of  way.

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JACKSON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  2004  has  been  a  tricky  year  for  the  Jackson  Police  Department.  I  joined 
the  police  department  in  December  of  2003.  Chief  Kelly  and  I  worked  well  as  a 
team  until  he  left  the  department  at  the  end  of  May.  I  then  became  Acting  Chief. 
For  the  next  month  and  a  half  to  two  months  I  covered  Jackson  24/7.  At  that 
point  I  spoke  with  the  State  Police  who  graciously  agreed  to  cover  Jackson  on 
Sundays  giving  me  a  day  off.  In  November,  the  Selectmen  made  me  Chief. 

Over  the  past  10  months,  I  have  been  learning  the  Chiefs  position  and  have  made 
several  modifications  to  the  police  department  which  I  feel  will  greatly  enhance  its 
performance. 

In  December,  Sean  Cowland  was  hired  as  an  Officer.  Sean  was  pre\nously  a  police 
officer  in  Rhode  Island.  Sean  is  married  to  SaHna  and  they  have  a  six  year  old  son. 
Sean's  step-sister  also  resides  with  them. 

In  August,  we  purchased  a  new  radar  gun  which  can  be  mounted  on  the  dashboard 
or  convert  to  a  handheld.  We  also  purchased  a  holding  cell.  Now,  rather  than 
keeping  an  intoxicated  person  handcuffed  sitting  next  to  us,  we  have  a  safe  place  to 
put  them  while  we  do  paper  work  or  wait  for  someone  to  release  them  to.  Finally, 
in  November,  we  purchased  a  computer  data  base  program  known  as  I.M.C. 
(Information  Management  Corporation).  This  was  a  much  needed  system  as  we 
can  now  research  a  report  or  incident  by  date,  time,  location,  name  and  a  few  other 
ways  in  seconds. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Jackson  Volunteer  Fire  Dept.  for  all  their  assistance  and 
in  the  way  they  go  the  extra  mile  in  helping  the  Police  Dept.  at  accident  scenes,  the 
Town  Highway  Department  for  all  of  their  offers  of  help,  the  Town 
Administrators  who  have  helped  me  in  too  many  ways  to  count  and  last  but  not 
least,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  support  and  for  giving  me  the  opportunit}' 
to  be  Chief  and  to  the  citizens  of  Jackson  who  have  unconditionally  welcomed  me.

The  91 1  numbering  system  took  effect  in  July  of  2003.  House  numbers  must  be 
seen  and  readable  from  the  street  in  both  directions.  Numbers  must  be  reflective 
and  2  Vz  inches  by  3  inches  high  minimum.  Street  signs  must  be  seen  in  both 
directions  and  letters  must  be  at  least  4  inches  in  height  and  reflective  as  well. 

In  an  emergency,  it  is  imperative  that  the  Jackson  Fire  Department,  The  Bardett- 
jackson  Ambulance  Ser\ace  and  the  Jackson  Police  Department  are  able  to  locate 
your  house.  Several  times  in  the  past  year,  emergency  services  have  been  delayed 
due  to  lack  of  street  signs,  house  numbers  and  unclear/wrong  information 
provided  to  us  from  the  alarm  companies.  If  you  subscribe  to  an  alarm  system, 
please  contact  your  provider  and  make  sure  they  have  your  new  911  address  and 
proper  directions  to  your  house.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  this  system, 
please  contact  the  Jackson  Fire  Department  at  383-4090. 

In  2004  several  members  took  special  courses  and  other  training  to  further  their 
firefighter  education.  These  hours  totaled  284  and  were  aU  voluntary.  Training  and 
meeting  hours  totaled  1187  for  the  department  and  other  activities  and  time  served 
totaled  382  hours. 

The  new  fire  truck  arrived  in  May  and  was  put  into  service  in  June.  It  is  working 
out  ver}'  well  for  the  department  and  has  responded  to  numerous  calls  so  far. 

Please  remember  to  check  your  smoke  detector  and  CO  detector  batteries  twice  a 
year.  If  your  CO  detector  is  alerting,  please  do  not  hesitate  to  call  911.  These 
devices  can  and  do  save  Hves.  If  either  your  smoke  detector  or  CO  detector  are 
sounding,  you  should  leave  the  house  immediately  and  call  911. 

If  anyone  would  like  to  join  the  Jackson  Fire  Department,  please  contact  Chief 
Edward  Dubie  at  383-4090  or  come  to  one  of  our  meetings  held  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  6:30  pm  at  the  fire  station.  A  desire  to  help  your 
community  is  aU  that  is  required  to  join.  Training  will  foUow  later. 

We  would  Hke  to  thank  the  people  of  Jackson,  the  Selectmen,  and  the  members  of 
the  Jackson  Fire  Department  for  their  support  throughout  2004.  Special  thanks  to 
those  that  supported  the  fund-raisers  put  on  by  the  department  this  year. 

The  Jackson  Fire  Department  responded  to  130  calls  this  year.  This  is  a  significant 
increase  in  calls  from  2003,  where  we  had  106  calls.

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  cooperate  to  reduce  the  risk  of  wild-  land  fires  in 
New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you,  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or 
Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  domg  ANY  outside 
burning.  A  fire  permit  is  required  for  all  outside  burning  unless  die  ground  is 
completely  covered  witli  snow.  The  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
En\'ironmental  Ser\ace  also  prohibits  the  open  burning  of  household  waste. 
Citizens  are  encouraged  to  contact  the  local  fire  department  or  DES  at  1-800-498- 
6868  or  w-^^^des. state. nh.us  for  more  information.  Safe  open  burning  requires 
diligence  and  responsibilit}^.   Help  us  to  protect  New  Hampshire's  forest  resources.

This  last  year  was  fairly  wet  throughout  the  spring  and  summer  months,  however 
we  finished  the  season  with  an  active  fall  fire  season.  In  order  to  meet  an  increased 
demand  for  services,  the  Forest  Protection  Bureau  was  reorganized  into  three 
regions  with  smaller  Forest  Ranger  Districts  and  over  the  last  several  years  we  have 
added  two  Forest  Rangers.  The  fifteen  state  fire  towers  were  the  first  to  report  on 
many  fires  throughout  the  state  and  they  completed  many  other  projects  on  the  low 
fire  danger  days.  The  state  implemented  a  program  called  Tower  Quest  to  help 
citizens  learn  about  fire  towers  and  the  need  to  protect  New  Hampshire's  forest 
resources.  The  United  States  celebrated  Smokey  Bear's  60'''  birthday  in  2004  and 
celebrations  were  held  throughout  the  state.  Please  help  Smokey  Bear,  your  local 
fire  department  and  the  state's  Forest  Rangers  by  being  fire  smart  and  fire  safe. 

Please  remember  fire  Permits  are  available  at  the  Jackson  Transfer  Station  from  Jon 
Edgerly  during  the  regular  business  hours.  The  Jackson  Transfer  Station  is  open 
Friday  dirough  Tuesday  from  12:00  -  6:00  p.m.  Fire  permits  are  also  available  from 
Gordon  W.  Lang  Warden,  Edward  Dubie  Deputj'  Warden,  Kenny  Crowther 
Deputy  Warden.

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BARTLETT-  JACKSON  AMBULANCE  SERVICE  REPORT 

The  total  number  of  calls  for  service  decreased  slightly  in  2004.  We  are  still  close  to 
the  400  mark  with  384  patient  contacts  this  year.  This  year  the  biggest  reason  for 
requests  for  an  ambulance  was  motor  vehicle  accidents.  A  total  of  105  patients 
were  seen  by  our  crew  for  auto  accidents  alone.  Not  aD  patients  are  transported  but 
we  must  record  aD  patient  contact  for  the  State  of  NH  and  for  our  internal  records. 
The  number  of  non  transport  calls  was  126  which  was  good  for  the  patients  but 
tough  on  our  budget.  The  caDs  generate  no  revenue  and  are  costiy  in  man  hours. 
We  have  requested  that  the  Sheriffs  Office  not  tone  us  when  there  is  no  injur)' 
involved  in  auto  accidents.  We  feel  that  putting  extra  personnel  on  the  road  as  well 
as  the  cost  for  services  in  not  warranted. 

The  majorit)'  of  medical  calls  this  year  were  for  respiratory  problems.  Close  behind 
were  cardiac  and  diabetic  emergencies. 

We  are  requesting  money  from  the  Towns  of  Bartiett  and  Jackson  for  the  first  time 
in  many  years.  Unfortunately,  the  insurance  companies  are  not  processing  claims 
with  the  speed  that  they  once  did  and  Medicare  reimbursement  is  approximately 
60%  of  the  charges  that  we  submit.  We  have  tried  very  hard  to  be  frugal  with  our 
funds  and  will  continue  to  do  so  in  the  future. 

We  have  several  new  members  and  many  members  are  working  on  advanced 
training. 

Although  the  volunteers  receive  a  stipend  when  they  go  on  calls  and  EMTs  are  paid 
to  work  weekends  during  the  winter  months,  there  are  many  unpaid  hours  that 
each  member  gives  on  a  regular  basis.  We  applaud  their  dedication  and  appreciate 
their  commitment  to  our  communities.  The  assistance  of  the  Jackson  and  Bartiett 
Fire  Departments  is  invaluable  to  us  as  is  the  cooperation  of  the  Police 
Departments  and  Highway  Crews  of  both  towns.

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JACKSON  TRANSFER  STATION 

Tlie  transfer  station  has  been  a  busy  place  for  2004.  We  have  implemented  several 
new  programs  to  tr)'  and  reduce  or  offset  what  we  bur)'.  Tlie  biggest  is  the 
"An^'thing  That  Rips"  program.  We  are  recycling  all  paper  and  paper  products  in 
one  container.  Wliat  cannot  be  recycled  are  pizza  boxes,  waxed  paper  or  waxed 
cardboard,  and  any  contaminated  paper  (i.e.  Soaked  in  oil  body  fluids,  flammables, 
etc.).  We  are  remo\'ing  approximately  8  to  10  tons  of  paper  per  month  from  going 
into  die  landfill.  The  towns  are  saving  approximately  $650  per  month  in  tippmg 
fees  and  bringing  in  approximately  $450  per  month.  The  net  gain  for  the  towns  is 
$1,100.  The  paper  recycling  is  gomg  well  but  there  is  still  a  lot  of  paper  not  being 
recycled.  Ever}'  ton  kept  out  of  the  landfill  is  a  net  gain  of  $100.  Remember  tliis  as 
you  throw  out  your  paper. 

Odier  new  programs  include  recycling  fluorescent  light  bulbs,  fluorescent  light 
ballast,  rechargeable  batteries,  ink  cartridges,  cell  phones.  Some  of  these  programs 
do  cost  money  but  they  help  protect  the  environment. 

The  staff  at  tlie  transfer  station  is  looking  for  ways  to  recycle  more  items.  In  order 
to  recycle  more  the  faciht)'  will  need  work  to  make  recycling  cost  effective.  The 
initial  cost  may  be  liigh,  but  the  long  term  savings  will  be  higher.  Thank  j'ou.

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JACKSON  PLANNING  BOARD  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Jackson  Planning  Board  members  participated  m  a  wide  vanet}'  of  planning  issues 
during  2004  and  in\nted  the  commumt)'  at  large  to  join  m. 

•  At  the  2004  Town  Meeting,  voters  by  better  than  a  3  to  1  average,  approved 
proposed  ordinance  changes  defining  and  regulating  use  of  aircraft  and  adding 
information  to  the  section  on  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment. 

•  The  Capital  Improvements  Plan  Committee  met  steadily,  beginmng  in  januar}', 
to  determine  the  Town's  long-range  needs  within  certain  parameters  (see 
explanation  elsewhere  in  this  Annual  Report  by  Committee  Chair,  Willis 
KeUey). 

•  A  Citizens'  Committee  formed  early  in  2004  to  advise  the  Board  on 
consistency  between  the  rexased  Master  Plan  and  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  to 
consider  possible  revisions  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  in  \aew  of  opinions 
expressed  by  citizens  in  meetings  and  surveys.  The  Committee  devoted 
considerable  time  and  effort  to  their  re\aew,  prior  to  presentation  of  their 
findings  to  the  Board.  The  Board  worked  through  some  proposals,  but  lacked 
time  to  re\aew  others. 

•  Board  members  wrote  and  submitted  an  application  for  planning  assistance 
dirough  the  non-profit  group  Plan  NH,  a  consortium  of  planners,  architects 
and  engineers.  Jackson  was  one  of  three  towns  selected  for  a  planning 
"charette,"  an  opportunit}'  for  residents  to  state  opinions  and  ideas  about 
Jackson's  needs,  features,  and  more,  and  for  professionals  to  offer  their 
expertise  at  problem-solving  and  designing  to  meet  the  stated  needs.   On  May 
21'*  and  22'"^,  Plan  NH  professionals  walked  through  much  of  the  Village, 
touring  town  buildings,  met  with  interested  citizens  in  2  forums  at  Black 
Mountain  (sandwiching  a  pot-luck  dinner),  then  drafted  plans  to  present  to 
interested  citizens  at  the  Grammar  School.  The  plans  offer  new  ideas  and 
solutions  for  old  problems. 

•  Applications  re\aewed  and  approved  consist  of  33  Voluntar)'  Mergers,  1 
Subdivision,  and  3  Boundarj'  Line  Adjustments. 

All  Planning  Board  documents  are  available  at  \\'^\-wJacksonA^ilIage.net.  and  have 
been  distnbuted  through  the  ENews  to  subscribers;  hard  copies  continue  to  be 
available  at  the  Town  Offices  building. 

Planning  Board  members  and  alternates  are  appointed  by  the  Selectmen;  term  of 
service  is  three  years.  Present  Planning  Board  members  represent  a  wide  variety  of 
Town  interests  and  concerns;  they  work  well  together  to  reach  consensus  on 
matters  that  are  determined  to  be  beneficial  to  the  Town.  Dick  Bennett, 
Selectmen's  representative,  continues  to  foster  a  spirit  of  consensus  building.

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LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  REPORT 

The  Jackson  Public  Librar}'  is  indeed  a  success  stor}'  and  is  becoming  more 
overcrowded  dian  ever  with  books  and  people.  Our  patron  visits  in  2004  increased 
to  4,845  adults  and  3,174  children  for  a  total  of  8,019.  This  is  up  from  a  total  of 
6,045  (adults  and  all  children)  last  year. 

Circulation  grew  with  an  astounding  increase  of  4,390  more  materials  borrowed  in 
2004  than  last  year.  Computer  usage  stayed  about  the  same  with  737  users  logging 
on.  Thank  you  to  the  staff  for  coping  with  all  these  increases  so  gracefully. 
The  school  program  is  more  than  satisfactory'  under  the  leadership  of  Meredith 
Piotrow  with  1,445  students  using  the  Librar}'  durmg  the  2003-04  school  year  for 
materials  and  instructional  programs  relating  to  their  curnculum  needs. 
The  Friends  of  the  Librar}'  continued  their  excellent  support  to  the  Library  and  ran 
their  traditional  weD-attended  events.  The  book  sale  in  May  netted  $1,000.  Their 
gift  of  the  Literar}'  Luncheon  Lecture  series  showcased  local  author-educator-poet, 
Donald  Graves.  Don  garnered  an  audience  of  over  50  people  at  a  luncheon  held  at 
the  Eagle  Mountain  House.  The  financial  help  we  receive  from  the  Friends  makes 
it  possible  to  have  many  needed  improvements  and  materials  than  we  would 
otherwise  have  to  do  without. 

Speaking  of  Don  Graves,  the  Librar}'  was  very  grateful  to  receive  an  unusual  gift 
from  Don  and  Betty  Graves  in  2004.  They  celebrated  their  SO'"^  wedding 
anniversary  in  July.  In  lieu  of  gifts,  their  children  asked  friends  and  family  to 
purchase  a  children's  book  in  Don  and  Bett}''s  honor  to  be  donated  to  the  Library. 
The  Librar}'  received  66  children's  books  for  our  collection.  Don  and  Bett}'  joined 
us  in  a  reception  during  on  of  our  regular  Wednesday  story  times  to  introduce  the 
fabulous  new  books  to  the  community. 

Programs  of  interest  that  are  ongoing  are:  an  adult  book  group  ably  led  by  Joanne 
Brooks,  that  meets  every  6  weeks  on  Tuesdays  at  4:30  in  the  Kbrary,  and  the  weekly 
story  time  led  by  Meredith  Piotrow  on  Wednesdays  at  10:00  is  a  popular  draw  that 
brought  560  children  and  their  parents  or  caregivers  into  the  Librar}'. 
On  a  sad  note,  a  good  friend  of  the  Library  passed  away  early  in  2004.  Charles 
CahiU  and  his  wife  Joan  were  active  summer  users  for  years.  He  passed  away  in 
January  and  the  family  asked  that  memorial  donations  be  sent  to  the  Librar}'.  We 
received  over  $1,000  and  have  used  part  of  it  to  start  a  collection  of  films  on  DVD. 
Also  in  Charlie's  memor}',  Charlie's  close  friend  Richard  Gallotta  planted  a  lovely 
sugar  maple  in  a  ceremony  in  September  on  the  riverside  of  the  Librar}'. 
The  Library  Trustees  voted  in  October  to  appoint  two  alternates  to  the  board  who 
win  serve  in  the  absence  of  a  board  member.  These  welcome  alternates  are  Patricia 
"Tish"  Hanlon  and  Joanne  Corcoran.  In  March  2005,  an  article  on  the  town 
warrant  will  ask  for  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees  to  be  increased  from  three  to 
five  members.  These  two  changes  in  the  structure  of  the  Trustees  wer^ 
recommended  by  the  New  Hampshire  Librar}'  Trustee  Association  to  enhance  our 
ability  to  function  more  efficiendy.  We  hope  these  changes  will  enable  more 
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residents  to  be  involved  with  the  Librar}'  and  help  with  our  goal  of  enlarging  and 
constructing  a  more  modem  facilit}' 

We  wish  to  thank  our  many  volunteers  for  giving  us  126.5  hours  of  service  in  2004. 
These  volunteers  are  Joanne  Corcoran,  Joanne  Brooks,  Meg  Miles,  Joan  Palubniak, 
Vicki  Hill,  and  Bets}'  and  Bob  Kent.

Village  District:  Setbacks:  No  building,  structure, /'<?r(f/',  or 
portion  thereof  shall  be  located  on  a  lot  nearer  any  lot  line, 
year  round  stream  or  body  of  water  than  the  minimum  set 
forth  below:  Selectmen  favor. 


ARTICLE  5:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  Amendment  No. 
4  to  the  Jackson  Zoning  Ordinance  to  amend  Secdon  1 5  (B) 
(3)  by  deleting  it  in  its  entirety  and  replacing  it  with  the 
foUowing:  ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT:  Sub 
Section  B-3: 

Hear  and  decide  upon  variance  requests  where  the  board 
finds  that  all  of  the  foUowing  conditions  apply: 

a.  The  Variance  will  not  be  contrary  to  the  public  interest. 

b.  Special  conditions  exist  such  that  Literal  enforcement  of  the 
ordinance  results  in  unnecessary  hardship.

ii.    No  fair  and  substantial  relationship  exists  between  the  general 
purpose  of  the  zoning  ordinance  and  the  specific  restriction 
on  the  property. 

iii.  The  variance  would  not  injure  the  pubHc  or  private  rights  of 
others. 

2.  To  establish  an  unnecessary  hardship  for  a  area  variance,  an 

applicant  must  prove  that: 

i.      An  area  variance  is  needed  to  enable  applicant's  proposed 

use  of  the  property  given  the  special  conditions  of  the 

property. 
ii.     The  benefits  sought  by  the  applicant  cannot  be  achieved  by 

some  other  method  reasonably  feasible  for  the  applicant  to 

pursue,  other  than  an  area  variance. 


c.  The  variance  is  consistent  with  the  spirit  of  the  ordinance. 

d.  Substantial  justice  is  done. 

e.  The  value  of  the  surrounding  property  will  not  be 
diminished. 

f.  The  specific  variance  is  the  minimum  variance  necessary  for 
a  reasonable  use  of  the  land  or  structure. 

Selectmen  favor. 

ARTICLE  6:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  Amendment  No. 
5  to  the  Jackson  Zoning  Ordinance  to  amend  Section  16:  by 
deleting  it  in  its  entirety  and  replacing  it  with  the  following: 
Section  16:  EFFECTIVE  DATE,  CONFLICT  AND 
SEVERABILITY 

a.  These  provisions  shall  take  effect  upon  their  passage. 

b.  Where  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance  is  in  conflict 
with  state  law  or  any  other  local  ordinances,  the  more 
stringent  provision  shall  apply. 

c.  If  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  is  for  any  reason 
declared  by  the  courts  to  be  unconstitutional  or  invalid, 
such  declaration  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the 
ordinance  as  a  whole  or  any  part  thereof  other  than  the 
specific  provision  so  declared  to  be  unconstitutional  or 
invalid.  Selectmen  favor. 

ARTICLE  7:     Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  31 :95-c  to 

restrict  revenue  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Highway 
Block  Grant  program  and  the  Alteration  of  Terrain  building 
permit  fees  to  expenditures  for  the  purpose  of  town  highway 
maintenance,  construction  and  repair.  Such  revenues  and 
expenditures  shall  be  accounted  for  in  a  special  revenue  fund 
to  be  known  as  the  Highway  Repair  and  Reconstruction  fund 
separate  from  the  general  fund.

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JACKSON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

New  Hampshire  consen'ation  commissions  were  established  for  advancing  the 
proper  utilization  and  protection  of  a  town's  natural  resources  (N.H.  RSA  36-A).  A 
Conservation  commission  is  the  only  local  board  specifically  charged  witli 
protecting  the  natural  resources  of  a  township  and  provides  a  focal  point  for 
en\'ironmental  concerns. 

]CC  Advisor}^  Role:    During  2004,  the  JCC  remained  active  in  its  pnmar}'  role  of 
providing  adAace  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  and 
the  Planning  Board  regarding  various  natural  resource  related  matters  of  Town 
concern. 

Wildcat  River:  The  JCC  worked  with  the  Eastside  Walk  Foundation  to  clear  brush 
from  along  the  banks  of  the  Wildcat  extending  from  the  fire  pond  to  the  Town 
Hall.  In  addition,  the  commission  worked  with  the  New  Hampshire  Department 
of  Environmental  Services  and  the  U.S.  Forest  Service  to  design  and  implement 
protection  against  erosion  along  the  bank  of  the  Wildcat  opposite  the  fire  pond. 

Voluntan^  River  Monitoring  Program:  The  JCC  continued  with  the  State 
Department  of  En\aronmental  Services'  Voluntar}'  River  Monitoring  Program. 
Commission  members  and  a  group  of  volunteer  citizens  took  about  15  water 
samples  from  the  Wildcat  and  Ellis  Rivers  during  June  through  October.  These 
were  tested  by  the  volunteers  and  the  results  submitted  to  the  State.  In  addition, 
the  JCC  assisted  the  Bartlett  Conservation  Commission  in  establishing  their  water 
testing  program  through  VRAP. 

Gazebo:  The  Gazebo  was  repainted  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Rich  Johnson,  Josh 
Hayes  and  Ian  Hayes. 

Prospect  Farm:  The  JCC  voted  to  recommend  to  the  Selectmen  that  AT\^s  be 
prohibited  in  Prospect  Farm  (aldiough  snowmobiles  would  continue  to  be 
permitted).  The  Selectmen  voted  to  restrict  ATV  use  on  Prospect  Farm  to  town 
residents. 

The  Commission  met  with  Don  Johnson  to  review  the  forest  management  plan  for 
Prospect  Farm.  The  JCC  agreed  to  work  with  Don  Johnson  as  the  plan  unfolds  to 
select  trails  and  overlooks  to  be  maintained  and/or  developed.  The  JCC  also  met 
with  Dexter  Harding  of  the  Jackson  Grammar  School  in  connection  with  a  nature 
trail  project  at  Prospect  Farm  for  the  school  children. 

N.H.  Wetland  Dredge  and  Fill  Permit  Application  Re\aew:  The  primar}'^  intent  of 
the  N.H.  wetiand  permitting  process  is  to  see  that  various  forms  of  site  work  and 
alteration  undertaken  occur  with  the  least  short  and  long-term  impact  to 
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watersheds  and  associated  wetlands.  In  Jackson,  maintenance  of  watershed  quality 
is  of  increasing  concern  especially  as  development  takes  to  higher  and  steeper 
ground.  The  permitting  process  relies  heavily  on  voluntary  compliance  and  citizens 
are  urged  to  plan  ahead  and  seek  required  permits  prior  to  undertaking  a  project. 

During  2004,  the  JCC  reviewed  several  N.H.  Wetland  Dredge  and  Fill  permits  that 
t)^pically  involved  work  of  low  wetland  impact. 

A  'Wedand  Dredge  and  Fill  Application  Protocol'  and  an  'Application  Review 
Checklist'  for  Commission  members  was  developed  and  implemented.  Tliese 
documents  outline  the  Commission's  responsibilities  in  terms  of  Wetland  Permit 
Applications  and  Site  Review  to  ensure  that  procedures  are  followed  as  consistentiy 
and  thoroughly  as  possible  within  the  time-period  allotted  by  the  State.  The 
Protocol  defines  the  steps  as  follows:  1)  Receiving  the  Application,  2)  Notification 
of  Members,  3)  Arranging  for  a  Site  Visit,  4)  Deciding  on  Options  for  Intervention, 
and  5)  Application  Review  and  Checklist  Completion.  The  Checklist  involves  a 
series  of  questions  (i.e.  conditions  at  time  of  visit,  size  of  wetland  area  impacted, 
nature  of  project,  overall  terrain  and  wetiand  type  etc.)  to  be  completed  by  those 
performing  the  Site  Visit  with  comments  and  recommendations  for  further  action 
(if  any)  to  submit  to  the  NH  DES.

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL  ANNUAL  REPORT 

This  has  been  another  busy  year  at  the  Council.  As  we  began  our  3P^  year  as  a 
Planning  Commission,  we  reaffirmed  the  Council's  commitment  to  serve 
communit}^  and  regional  needs. 

Over  die  past  year  we  have  expanded  our  capabilities  based  in  response  to  our 
communities'  needs.  We  have  added  additional  capacity'  in  grant  writing  and  grant 
administration  by  the  addition  of  an  assistant  planner  and  we  continue  to  expand 
the  capabilities  of  the  staff  by  encouraging  all  of  them  to  continue  tlieir  education 
and  training.  Three  of  our  planners  recently  received  their  ACIP  certification.  We 
continue  to  work  in  the  areas  of  communit}'  planning,  solid  waste  management, 
forest  planning,  resource  planning,  transportation  planning,  and  others.  If  you 
would  like  to  see  our  complete  annual  report,  you  can  go  to  the  unvw.nccouncil.org 
or  you  can  request  a  hard  copy  from  the  North  Countr)'^  Council.  I  hope  you  will 
take  the  time  to  look  it  over  and  give  us  some  feedback  as  to  where  you  think  the 
Council  could  improve  and  how  we  might  better  serve  our  communities. 

In  the  coming  year  we  intend  to  continue  to  improve  our  capabilities  and  service  in 
our  core  areas  and  have  taken  on  some  projects  that  will  continue  these  goals.  We 
have  been  awarded  a  "Brownfield's  Assessment"  grant  from  EPA  which  we  began 
working  on  in  late  2004.  This  grant  will  inventory  and  assess  petroleum 
contamination  sites  throughout  the  region  which  wiU  allow  the  communities  in 
which  these  sites  are  located  to  vinderstand  costs  of  mitigating  the  contamination 
and  potentially  procure  funding  for  them.  We  completed  the  regional  housing 
needs  assessment  update  at  the  end  of  2004  and  in  the  coming  year  wiU  continue  to 
work  on  updating  our  regional  plan.  2005  will  be  another  busy  year. 

I  would  like  to  thank  you  for  all  of  your  support  for  the  Council  and  hope  that  my 
staff  and  I  can  continue  to  be  of  service  to  your  commvinit)'.  The  Council  is  here  to 
serve  you.  It  is  your  organization.  Our  staff  and  Board  are  committed  to 
responding  to  communit}'  needs.  If  there  is  a  project  or  a  need  in  your  town,  please 
call  us.  We  are  dedicated  to  both  supporting  our  individual  towns  and  promoting 
regional  unit)'  in  the  North  Country.

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MOUNT  WASHINGTON  VALLEY  ECONOMIC  COUNCIL 

The  foUowang  is  a  bnef  summar)'  of  the  acti\nties  of  the  Mt.  Washington  Valley 
Economic  Council  which  is  dedicated  to  foster  economic  diversity'  in  the  area: 

The  Tech  Village  located  just  north  of  the  Saco  River  in  Conway  is  heading  down 
the  final  stretch  of  funding  in  order  to  break  ground  in  the  Spring  of  2005.  The 
sum  of  $3.8  million  has  been  raised  dius  far. .  .$500,000  of  which  has  come  from 
the  support  of  local  businesses.  Vanous  sources  are  being  pursued  for  tlie 
remaining  $0.6  million  as  the  project  moves  ever  closer  to  becoming  a  reality. 
Several  agreements  have  been  reached  with  inhabitants  of  the  new  Tech  Center 
including  individual  businesses,  The  College  of  Life-Long  Learning  and  the  NH 
Community  Technical  College.  A  huge  undertaking  that  will  offer  much  needed 
high  tech  career  opportunities  for  die  youth  of  the  valley. 

The  Business  Resource  Center  in  Center  Conway  is  already  proving  that  high 
tech  business  start-ups  can  prosper  and  flourish  in  the  area.  Presentiy,  the  business 
incubator  houses  six  technology  businesses  that  are  growing  and  expanding.  They 
are  supported  in  that  location  with  offices  for  SCORE,  Rural  Development,  the 
School  to  Career  Program  and  the  Economic  Council. 

The  Revolving  Loan  Fund  is  a  resource  that  offers  fmancial  assistance  for  the 
region.  At  present  just  under  $1,000,000  is  on  loan  from  the  Economic  Council  to 
assist  local  businesses.  And  the  Economic  council  has  applied  for  an  IRP  Grant 
that  if  successful  would  boost  re-lending  funds  by  another  $500,000. 

The  First  Run  Angel  Investment  Group  was  organized  by  the  Council  to 
pro\ade  a  resource  that  would  make  a  financial  investment  in  businesses  interested 
in  expanding  or  moving  to  the  area.  They  have  completed  numerous  financial 
reviews  of  potential  candidates  and  recently  entered  a  partnership  with  a  new 
business  in  the  State. 

The  Eggs  and  Issues  Breakfast  Forum  continues  to  bring  State-wide  experts  to 
the  Valley  on  subjects  that  are  important  to  the  area  businesses. 

Standing  Committees  such  as  Forestry  provides  a  wealth  of  information  and 
expertise  to  local  businesses  and  enterpnses.  It  is  tiiese  volunteers  and  an  active 
Board  of  Directors  that  make  the  Economic  Council  an  effective  resource  for  the 
12  member  towns. 

While  tourism  and  recreation  are  the  ver)'  backbone  our  countr)/  culture. .  .it  is 
exciting  to  see  the  diversity'  and  success  of  die  new  businesses  that  reside  at  the 
Business  Incubator.  The  proof  of  concept  of  the  Tech  ViOage  of  the  Tech  Village 
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has  already  been  accomplished.  $3.8  million  has  been  raised  and  a  Tech  Village 
rucked  away  in  the  pines  on  80  acres  is  on  die  horizon.

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TRI-COUNTY  COMMUNITY  ACTION 

The  Tri-County  Community  Action/Carroll  County  is  a  private,  non-profit  agency 
that  was  established  in  1965.  The  CarroU  County  Resource  Center  is  located  at  448 
White  Mountain  Highway,  Tamworth,  NH.  We  have  had  contact  with  141  of 
Jackson's  citizens,  processed  20  Fuel  applications,  6  elderly,  2  disabled  and 
linked  121  with  other  programs.

March  15,  2004 
MINUTES 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Jackson  School  District  was  held  at  the  Jackson  Town  Hall  on 
Monday,  March  1 5,  2004.  Willis  Kelly,  in  the  absence  of  Tim  Scott,  called  the  meeting 
to  order  at  7:00pm. 

A  motion  from  the  floor  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  checklist,  unless  a  ballot  vote 
is  called,  was  moved  and  seconded.  There  being  no  discussion,  a  vote  was  taken  and  the 
motion  passed. 

A  motion  was  introduced  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  warrant.  Moved,  seconded. 
No  discussion,  a  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  passed 

ATRJCLE  1  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  one  million,  three  hundred  twenty-two  thousand,  six  hundred  and  seventy-nine 
dollars  ($1,322,679,)  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  school 
district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the 
District.  This  article  does  not  include  appropriations  voted  in  other  warrant  articles. 
(Recommended  by  the  School  Board  3-0-0). 

The  article  was  moved  and  seconded. 

Discussion: 

Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr.  Carl  Nelson  began  the  discussion  by  explaining  the 
participation  in  the  new  High  School,  leading  to  the  increase  in  the  Regular  Education 
portion  of  the  budget.  Jackson's  portion  of  the  bond  is  $215,000.  per  year. 
Also,  the  cost  of  tuition  to  Bartlett  is  up,  Jackson  currently  sends  14  students  to  Bartlett 
Middle  School.    The  largest  portion  of  budget  increase  is  due  to  these  factors. 

Moderator,  Bill  Kelly  answered  a  question  about  amending  the  health  insurance  line 
within  Article  1,  by  explaining  that  Article  1  must  be  taken  in  its  entirety.  Specific 
questions  of  each  function  (pages  84-94),  any  amendment  to  the  article  needs  to  be  made 
to  the  entire  appropriation. 

School  Board  Chair,  Sarah  Isberg  described  that  the  town  votes  on  the  bottom  line,  its  up 
to  the  school  to  decide  how  to  spend  or  shave  the  bottom  line. 

School  Board  member,  Peter  Benson  reminded  the  town  that  it  is  the  goal  of  the  school 
board  to  get  the  Jackson  Staff  in  line  with  SAU  in  terms  of  benefits  and  pay  scale  in  order 
to  stay  competitive.  Theirs  is  an  80/20  health  plan.    Now  is  the  time  to  ask  questions 
about  any  item  within  Article  1 ,  amendments  must  be  made  at  the  end. 

Discussion  of  Article  1  continued: 
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A  question  was  asked  about  taking  items  in  order. 

-  Transportation  and  operations  are  included  in  the  total  budget  line. 

-  What  will  it  cost  Jackson  to  send  a  student  to  Kennett  next  year? 

-  $81 19.00  per  student 

-  plus  our  portion  of  the  Bond  principle. 

No  matter  how  many  students  we  send  to  the  High  School,  our  portion  of  the 
bond  is  $2 1 4,949.00.    Tuition  is  $8 1 1 9.    The  bond  share  works  out  to  be  roughly 
$16,719.00  per  student.    ($214,949.00  divided  by  25) 

-  Thank  the  school  board  for  discussing  Health  with  selectmen.  We  pay  our  road 
crew  all  health,  insurance.  I  want  to  see  teacher  pay  1 0%  (of  health  ins.)  rather 
than  20%. 

It  was  90/10  split  last  year.  In  getting  in  line  with  other  towns,  we  compromised. 
Salaries  (staff)  are  up,  health  insurance  pay  is  down. 

-  How  do  their  salaries  compare  with  other  districts? 

-  Our  goal  was  to  bring  our  teacher  salaries  in  line  with  other  districts.  It  has  taken 
3  years  to  get  there.  We'll  revisit  this  every  time  the  other  districts  adjust. 
Jackson  has  something  the  other  towns  don't.  They  have  no  union.  We  have  trust 
in  the  school  board. 

Discussion  on  ARTICLE  1  ended.  A  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  passed. 

ARTICLE  2.    To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  withdraw  the  sum  often  thousand 
dollars  ($10,000)  from  the  Expendable  Trust  Fund  (Tuition  Trust  Fund)  to  be  used  to 
offset  expenditures  for  the  2004-2005  school  budget.  (Recommended  by  the  School 
Board  3-0-0) 

Article  2  was  moved  and  seconded. 

There  being  no  discussion,  a  vote  was  taken  on  ARTICLE  2  and  the  motion  passed. 

ARTICLE  3.    To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  (School 
Buses)  previously  established  for  this  purpose,  with  these  fiinds  to  be  offset,  in  part,  by 
National  Forest  Reserve  Funds.  (Recommended  by  the  School  Board  3-0-0) 

Article  3  was  moved  and  seconded. 

There  being  no  discussion,  a  vote  was  taken  on  ARTICLE  3  and  the  motion  passed. 

ARTICLE  4.    To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  approve  the  three-year  tuition 
contract  with  the  Bartlett  School  District  for  the  Jackson  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
students  to  attend  the  Josiah  Bartlett  Elementary  School.  (Recommended  by  the  School 
Board  3-0-0) 

Article  4  was  moved  and  seconded. 

After  brief  discussion,  a  vote  was  taken  on  ARTICLE  4  and  the  motion  passed. 
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ARTICLE  5.    To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  School  Board,  to  appoint  a  Deputy  Treasurer  in  accordance  with  RSA 
197:24-a.  (Recommended  by  the  School  Board  3-0-0) 

Article  5  was  moved  and  seconded. 

After  brief  discussion  to  clarify  (Our  treasurer,  whom  we  need  to  appoint  since  no  one 
ran  for  that  office,  will  then  appoint  a  deputy  treasurer,  to  act  upon  the  absence  of  our 
treasurer,  in  accordance  with  RSA  197:24-a),  a  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  passed. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting. 

Article  6  was  moved  and  seconded. 

Discussion  was  brief: 

-  Whatever  happened  the  basement  reconstruction? 

-  We've  gone  back  to  the  drawing  board.  Since  deciding  not  to  pursue  basement 
renovation  because  of  water  problems.  The  money  that  was  provided  in  last 
year's  budget  will  be  returned  to  the  town,  minus  the  cost  of  the  engineer  fees 
($7,000) 

-  Other  options  for  space  include:  portable  classrooms,  renovation  to  existing 
building  to  create  more  useful  space.  Expansion  waiver  is  also  a  possibility. 
Is  the  word  "coop"  a  dead  end? 

-  I  caimot  make  that  statement. 

-  It  was  Jackson  who  shot  down  the  coop  when  it  was  an  option. 

-  Would  we  still  be  a  donor  towai  if  we  had  been  setting  aside  $  for  the  past  20 
years? 

-  They  have  no  connection. 

-  We  need  to  encourage  our  state  legislators  to  represent  us  at  the  state  level,  to 
more  adequately  and  fairly  ftind  our  schools.

To  the  Citizens  of  Jackson: 

As  the  schools  in  SAU  #9  approach  the  2005-06  school  year,  we  are  very  pleased  with  tH 
progress  we  have  made  in  the  design  development  phase  of  the  new  Kennett  High  Schoo 
and  the  Mount  Washington  Valley  Career  and  Technical  Center.  Work  on  the  access  real 
has  progressed  nicely  and  should  conclude  in  the  fall  of  2005.  Construction  on  the  schoJ 
building  is  scheduled  for  the  spring  of  2005.  Limited  renovations  have  begun  on  the 
middle  school  and  will  continue  as  we  identify  areas  that  can  be  done  during  summers 
and  school  breaks. 

The  new  and  renovated  facilities  will  not  only  provide  us  with  a  long-term  solution  to  oi 
middle  and  high  school  facilities  needs,  but  will  also  assist  in  our  continuous  pursuit  of  i 
excellence  in  education.  The  Continuous  Improvement  Process,  which  has  guided  us  fol 
the  last  seven  years,  allows  us  to  make  data-driven  decisions,  which  enables  staff, 
administrators,  and  school  board  members  to  focus  energies  and  resources  in  the  areas 
that  have  been  identified  for  improvement.  The  data  obtained  from  our  testing  program 
postgraduate  surveys,  and  other  local  sources  provides  us  guidance  to  continue  staff 
development  and  curriculum  development  with  regard  to  budgeting  and  resource 
allocations  targeted  at  compliance  with  No  Child  Left  Behind. 

In  January  of  this  year  we  will  publish  our  sixth  Report  Card  for  each  of  the  individual 
schools  in  SAU  #9.  Each  building  administrator  will,  in  turn,  have  meetings  with  parer 
and  community  members  to  review  School  Report  Cards  for  their  school.  This  district- 
wide  Report  Card  contains  such  data  as  testing  results,  post  graduation  surveys, 
demographic  information,  as  well  as  socioeconomic  information.  The  Report  Card  is 
available  at  individual  schools,  the  SAU  #9  office,  and  on  our  web  site 
(www.kennett.kl2.nh.us). 

The  dedication  and  quality  of  the  people  who  serve  the  communities  of  SAU  #9  and  th( 
Jackson  School  District  remains  our  most  valuable  asset.  We  continue  to  be  impressed 
with  the  Valley's  desire  to  improve  and  support  education.  Your  school  board  member; 
and  this  administration  have  made  every  effort  to  maintain  and  improve  the  high  qualit 
of  education  and  the  delivery  of  services  to  our  students  and  community  and  at  the  sam 
time  control  costs  in  a  very  difficult  economy.  We  ask  you  to  keep  in  mind  that  an 
investment  in  education  is  an  investment  in  the  future  of  the  Mount  Washington  Valley

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 
By  Anne  Kebler 

The  Jackson  Grammar  School  continues  to  celebrate  its  small  size  as  a  strength, 
while  at  the  same  time  exploring  areas  for  future  growth.  Individualized 
instruction  and  attention  are  key  to  our  ability  to  provide  a  rich  curriculum  which  is 
differentiated  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  learners. 

The  student  population  at  the  Jackson  School  is  59  students  this  year.  Classes  are 
organized  with  one  single  grade  and  three  multi-age  groupings:  a  K  classroom  (9), 
a  1-2  classroom  (21),  a  3-4  classroom  (13),  and  a  5-6  classroom  (16).  We 
welcome  Ms.  Kristin  Nelson  to  Jackson  as  our  new  teacher  for  grades  1-2. 

In  the  spring  of  2004,  the  Jackson  Grammar  School  began  a  strategic  planning 
process  referred  to  as  Action  Planning  Evaluation.  With  an  outside  facilitator  we 
spent  two  days  working  both  on  an  individual  basis  as  well  as  in  a  group,  clarifying 
our  personal  and  professional  values.  Together  we  identified  common  values  and 
developed  long-range  goals  to  encourage  a  respectful  and  responsible  school 
community  embracing  lifelong  learning.  Those  goals  include: 

•  Foster  trusting,  respectful,  and  collaborative  relationships  between  the 
community  and  Jackson  Grammar  School  staff. 

•  Teachers  and  students  will  invest  in  their  learning  and  actively  reflect  on 
their  achievements. 

•  Develop  a  caring,  courteous,  and  compassionate  atmosphere  within  the 
school  environment. 

An  action  planning  group  was  formed  for  each  goal  in  order  to  develop  plans  for 
implementation.  Since  the  fall,  our  school  community  has  participated  in  many 
ways  in  order  to  reach  towards  these  goals.  Some  activities  that  emerged  have 
included  an  all  school  "surprise"  field  trip  to  an  apple  orchard  in  October,  and  our 
chorus  traveled  to  the  Gibson  Center  during  the  holiday  season  to  share  its  musical 
talents  with  the  elderly.  A  Jackson  School  Community  Partnership  was  established, 
and  with  it  opportunities  for  parents  and  staff  to  learn  together.  Examples  of  those 
opportunities  include  an  event  with  Tin  Mountain  educators,  and  an  evening  with 
Emmy  Hudson,  Guidance  Counselor  at  John  Fuller  School,  to  discuss  issues  our 
students  are  facing. 

All  school  meetings  are  held  each  Tuesday  morning  from  8:30-9:00  a.m.,  where 
we  find  many  opportunities  to  focus  on  our  school-wide  goal  of  community 
building.  This  year  we  are  targeting  four  important  values.  These  four  key  concepts 
include: 
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•  compassion 

•  responsibility 

•  caring,  consideration,  and  courtesy 

•  gratitude 

These  concepts  are  presented  quarterly  and  talked  about  at  each  weekly  school 
community  meeting.  We  encourage  the  larger  community  to  come  join  us  for  our 
school  meetings. 

Continued  professional  growth  amongst  our  staff  is  a  fine  example  of  our  pursuit 
of  lifelong  learning.  As  a  staff,  we  bring  passion  and  reflection  to  our  work.  We 
meet  weekly  to  discuss  school  issues  and  student  concerns.  At  least  biweekly  we 
spend  time  together  improving  our  practice  by  looking  at  student  work,  or 
discussing  an  article  or  book  we  are  reading  together.  We  are  researching  a 
possibility  of  developing  partnerships  with  state  universities  to  work  with  aspiring 
teachers.  We  are  excited  about  the  challenge  of  explaining  our  practice  to  aspiring 
teachers  and  believe  that  sharing  our  daily  practice  with  others  will  sharpen  our 
own  skills. 

This  fall  we  implemented  new  standardized  testing.  Northwest  Evaluation 
Association's  (NWEA)  computerized  Measures  of  Academic  Progress  (MAP). 
This  test  will  be  given  to  students  in  grades  3-6  in  the  fall  and  spring.  NWEA 
provides  teachers,  students,  and  parents  with  an  accurate  assessment  of  student 
progress  in  mastering  basic  skills.  When  administered  at  regular  intervals  over 
time,  it  helps  determine  whether  an  individual  student,  or  an  entire  grade  level,  is 
making  satisfactory  progress  in  these  basic  skill  areas.  Our  teachers  are  able  to  use 
this  assessment  information  along  with  their  own  classroom-based  assessment  for 
instructional  planning  for  individual  students  as  well  as  their  entire  class. 

Computer-based  testing  illustrates  how  technology  can  serve  as  an  important  tool 
in  our  educational  practice.  The  Jackson  staff  has  moved  forward  this  past  year  in 
integrating  technology  into  their  daily  classroom  schedule,  as  a  research  medium 
for  students  and  teachers  alike,  as  well  as  using  laptops,  new  software  packages, 
and  LCD  projectors  to  support  instruction.  In  the  coming  year  we  will  update  our 
technology  plan,  focusing  on  students  as  informed  consumers  of  information  in  the 
2r'  century. 

The  Jackson  Grammar  School  offers  a  unique  educational  experience,  drawing  on 
the  Town's  rich  history,  natural  environment,  talented  residents,  and  many  other 
resources  that  enrich  student  learning.  Educating  children  is  a  joint  venture 
between  students,  staff,  parents,  and  the  community  as  a  whole.  We  are  committed 
to  and  take  pride  in  that  partnership,  vital  as  it  is  in  nurturing  young  people  who 
will  become  responsible  and  involved  world  citizens.
